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Many Wrangell 
Women Take 
Nursing Course 


Miss Holland, Red Cross 
Nurse Arrives From Se- 
attle, and Organizes 
Three Classes in Nursing 


Miss Holland, Red Cross nurse, 
arrived in Wrangell from Seattle 
on the Spokane Sunday morning 
to give a course of instruction in 
Home Nursing and the Care of 
the Sick. A committee of women 
canvassed the town in September 
to ascertain how many desired to 
take advantage of this training 
course and nearly seventy women 
registered for it. On Monday, 
notices were sent out calling a 
meeting for Monday night and 
Miss Holland organized three dif- 
ferent classes, a morning class to 
meet from 9:30 to 11; an after- 
noon class to meet from 1:30 to 
3, and an evening class which 
will be held from 7:30 to 9. Text 
books had been received from Se- 
attle and these’ were distributed 
to those who were present. There 
are sixteen lessons in the course. 
By attending 12 of these, a cer- 
tificate may be secured. For at- 
tendance at all of the lessons, a 
larger certificate will be given. 
The examination at the end of 
the course is optional. Mr. Grant 
has given the use of the store 
room formerly occupied by the 
Alaska Labor Union for a class 
room and it has been fitted up 
with cots and the necessary dem- 
onstration equipment. Any one 
who desires to take the course 
will be made welcome. While it 
usually takes eight weeks to com- 
plete it, an attempt will be made 
to finish it by the end of the year. 
Miss Holland, who is giving the 
instruction, spent six months in 
Juneau with Dr. Dawes and un- 
derstands conditions in Alaska. 
She has served as hospital super- 
intendent in Seattle during the 
flu epidemic and has had special 
work to fit her for training the 
Red Cross nursing classes. The 
women of Wrangell consider 
themselves fortunate to be able 
to take the course and to have se- 
cured the services of Miss Hol- 
land. 

The Red Cross drive committee 
under the leadership of J. G. 
Grant reports that the drive for 
membership renewals is progress- 
ing very satisfactorily. The 
others on the committee are Leo 
McCormack, Leonard Campbell, 
William Paul, Charles Benjamin, 
Mrs. William Tamaree and Mrs. 
James Bradley. The drive lasts 
from November 11 to 25. 


The Native women of Wrangell 
met at the Government school 
Tuesday afternoon and organized 
a nursing class of 20 under the 
leadership of Miss Holland. The 
first lesson was given Wednesday 
afternoon and another will be 
given Saturday afternoon.
